How- 
ever, some of his statements conflict with data already in possession 
of CIA. Since he could be a Soviet plant, CIA feared that the Soviets 
may have been perpetrating some type of operation designed t® embarraa 
the U. S. Government at the Disarmament Conference in Geneva. This 
could be done by the Soviets announcing to the world that CIA endeav- 
ored to recruit a Soviet member of the delegation. Because of this 
possibility, McCone decided to brief Dean Busk on 2/4/64 .

^Observations re CIA's Analysis ^ ^ 

CIA has been the only one dealing with Kosenko and they seem 
firmly convinced that he is a plant. However, Anatoliy Golitsyn has 
played a large part in influencing CIA's analysis. Yhlle we must 
recognize CIA's analysis has merit and may be correct, we should let 
the facts speak for themselves and should obtain whatever information 
Nosenko has and then conduct a proper investigation. and thereafter 
come to our own conclusions as to his bona fides.
